Allies, Chinese 
Agree on Part 
of Neutral Zone 


Munsan, Korea, Nov. 1 (/P)—A 


United Nations briefing of f i c or 
said tonight the Allies and 
Reds 


arc in "general agreement" on the 
eastern half of a nuetral zone for 
a Korean armistice. 


Negotiators arc "nearer lo agree- 


ment on a buffer zone than ever 
before," said Lt. Col. L. G. Hill, 
the briefing officer. 


But he emphasized agreement on 


tho zone would not end the shoot- 
ing. Hill said: 


"There is a possibility the war 


will go on for a long time after- 
ward." 


The buffer zone Is only the first 


point of a proposed armistice. If 
the battle line changes substantial- 
ly after an agreement is reached 
on a buffer zone, 
Hill 
said, 
it 


probably would have to be negoti- 
ated all over again. 


Red China's Pciping radio said 


the Reds' new proposal contains 
"the greatest possible concession" 
the Communists can make on a 
buffer zone. 


Hill said that at the close of three 


hours of talks in Panmunjom today 
UN and Red subcommittees were 
in "general agreement" on where 
a demilitarized zone should 
run 


from Kumhwa to the East coast on 
Korea. 


Kumhwa is the right anchor of 


the old Red iron triangle, but is 95 
air miles from the cast coast in 
the approximate center of the bat- 
tlcline. 


Both sides arc basing their pro- 


posals for a buffer zone generally 
on the battle line. 


Pciping radio said the proposed 


dividing line between the two ar- 
mies starts on the cast coast ten 
miles southeast of Kosong 
at

point 37 miles north of the

parallel; runs 6.2 miles south of 
Kumsong and 2,5 miles

west of Kumhwa. 


Allied troops are on the,, out-
